New  Class  Unit  Readied  for  68 


The  first  new  classroom  building  for  Lansing  Community  College  is  the 
Health  Sciences — Liberal  Arts  unit  now  being  constructed  on  Washing¬ 
ton  Avenue.  The  new  unit  will  increase  the  capacity  of  the  College  by 
more  than  2,000  students  and  is  planned  for  completion  in  1968. 
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The  campus  of  Lansing  Community  College  will  eventually  include  the 
buildings  and  landscaped  areas  shown  above.  Now  under  construction 
is  a  Health  Sciences— Liberal  Arts  Center  (#10)  scheduled  for  comple¬ 
tion  in  1968. 


Other  major  buildings  include  a  Fine  Arts  Auditorium  (#12)  planned 
for  completion  in  1969,  a  Vocational— Technical  Complex  (#7,  8 
and  9)  planned  for  1970  and  an  Intramural  Building  planned  for  1972.
